At the University of Arkansas, 
the International Students and 
Scholars (ISS) program is a way 
for students to explore unity and 
diversity on campus. Founded in 
1927, the program strives to help 
international students to lead, to 
inspire, and to change campus in 
postive ways. They help students 
seek out opportunities to both 
expand their horizons and to 
succeed globally. 

As a student, Abigail Olson 
met friends who had come from 
the ISS program, and she now 
works at the Global Outreach 
for the Fellowship Church. She 
was deeply impacted by her 
international friends and loved 
learning about their respective 
cultures. She stated that the 
Inerantion Students and Scholars 
Program on campus is_ the 
main resource for international 
students. 

“They make sure the students 
have all of their proper paperwork 
and classes and are doing ‘okay’ 
both health-wise and class-wise 
throughout the entire school 
year,’ Olson said. “They are the 
main source for the students in 
getting involved and the main 
resource for them to figure out life

and school in the United States. 
They are also great at connecting 
international students to other 
students and to campus.” 

Diane Charles, a_ student 
from Dominica, agrees that ISS 
promotes respect for all students. 
She notes that international study 
can be very difficult, and having a 
university office solely devoted to 
supporting international students 
is a crucial necessity that is 
needed at every university. 

“When Hurricane Maria struck 
my home country, members of 
the International Students and 
Scholars Program and Michael 
Freeman, the director of the 
program, were very quick in 
reaching out and ensuring our 
well-being,” said Charles. “They 
were instrumental in giving 
support and working with other 
departments to ensure we 
were taken care of. Having an 
organization that cares about 
international students in such a 
way has greatly impacted me. 
ISS promotes mutual respect 
for all students, no matter where 
they come from.” 

Narmine Aissa, from Tunisia, 
is attending the University 
of Arkansas as a_Lavallard 
Scholarship Scholar, which is a 


program offered directly through 
ISS. She received help from 
Cynthia Smith, who wrote her 
recommendation letter so she 
could acquire this scholarship. 

“ISS offered me the opportunity 
to be involved on campus through 
both volunteering and cultural 
activities. | was a very active 
member of ICT, the International 
Culture Team,” said Aissa. 

Like Abigail and Diane, Aissa 
values respect and the curiosity 
that is cultivated through the 
International Students and 
Scholars Program. ISS helped her 
get involved, on and off-campus, 
and she works as a member of 
the International Culture Team, 
working to immerse different 
cultures into the University of 
Arkanas community. 

The International Students 
and Scholars program hopes to 
increase cultural and academic 
achievements while focusing 
on cultivating diversity, equity, 
civility, and inclusivity on Campus. 
Micheal Freeman is director of 
the program, and he oversees a 
growing number of international 
students and scholars. In the 
spring of 2015, there were 1,534 
students and 300 scholars from 
over 100 different countries.

there has been controversy 
about merchandise 

that is sold at the event, 
such as Confederate flag 
memorabilia and white 
supremacist paraphernalia.

ELECTION

More than 5,400 students voted in the 2020 
Associated Student Government general election 
March 2-4, approving senators from five of the six 
undergraduate colleges and an amendment to the 
ASG Constitution. 

Voter turnout decreased by about 340 students 
compared to the 2019 general election. The ASG 
Judiciary released the election results for senate 
and Referendum Item 1 on March 6 on the ASG 
website. 

Voters approved Referendum Item 1, the only 
referendum on the ballot this year, which proposed 
an amendment to the ASG Constitution to create 
a Membership Development Coordinator position 
within ASG. 

The referendum item passed with 3,618 “yes” 
votes and 277 “no” votes, while 438 students 


selected “Prefer Not to Respond,” which factored 
into the total vote count, and 1,065 students opted 
to skip the question, which did not factor into the 
total vote count. 

Sitting ASG President Jared Pinkerton is one of 
eight co-authors of the referendum. Pinkerton is 
excited to see the referendum pass and to fulfill 
his campaign promise of reforming the student 
government for the better, he said. 

“This is one of the final (initiatives) we’re doing this 
year that will allow us to better serve the student 
body,” Pinkerton said, “and |’m thrilled that the 
Student body has voted for this constitutional change 
that’s going to allow us to do a whole lot more.” 

In addition to the referendum, voters elected 38 
students to represent them in the ASG Senate. 

Students elected four senators from the Dale 


Bumpers College of Agricultural Food and Life 
Sciences, 13 senators from the J. William Fulbright 
College of Arts and Sciences and seven senators 
from the College of Engineering, filling all of the 
available seats for those colleges. 

Students elected five senators from the College 
of Education and Health Professions out of eight 
available seats, and nine senators from the Sam 
Walton College of Business out of 12 available 
seats. 

No students from the Fay Jones School of 
Architecture and Design ran for senate. 

The remaining seats will be filled as an at-large 
seat during the Fall 2020 ASG Vacancy Election, 
according to the ASG Judiciary.

RSO UPLIFTS 
UNITES BLACK WOMEN ON CAMPUS

Since 2014, black women at 
the UofA have found mentorship 
and a space for open discussion 
through Students Advocating 
for Stronger Sisterhood, a 
Registered Student Organization. 

Almost six years after the RSO’s 
founding, SASS executive board 
members announced that the 
University of Memphis will soon 
establish its own chapter. 

“What we're about is bringing 
college women together and 
allowing them to have a safe 
place on campus to discuss what 
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we go through as women,” said 
Jakayla Storey, a UA senior and 
SASS president. “We really try 
to focus on relationships among 
minority women.” 

The UA chapter has 54 
members. Women of all races 
may attend the organization’s 
monthly meetings. 

Addison Jones, a junior at the 
University of Memphis, reached 
out to Storey after she saw social 
media posts about SASS and 
wanted to do something similar 
on her own campus, she said. 


“| loved how there was 
something there, how — girls 
had an opportunity to have 


somewhere to go,” Jones said. 
“| know that girls feel like they 





don’t have anyone to talk to, or 
a safe environment to talk about 
anything and everything.” 

The first general body meeting 
for the University of Memphis 
chapter will be Feb. 10. Jones 
said she is excited to see the 
sisterhood that SASS will bring to 
her campus. 

“You. have all these girls 
surrounding you with good 
energy, positive energy,” Jones 
said. “They just uplift you.” 

Storey joined SASS during 
her freshman year and said that 
SASS has given her a place to 
be herself and create an open 
dialogue with other black women. 

The quickbondandrelationships 
she formed with other girls helped 


her realize that SASS was the 
place for her, Storey said. 

“If someone told me this is 
what | would be doing a couple 
of years ago, | would have been 
like ‘That is insane, power to 
her,’ but here | am now,” Storey 
said. “It means the world to me 
and really is something that | will 
leave college truly missing, but 
also truly feeling like | left my 
legacy here.” 

SASS members have always 
had the dream of making the 
group larger but never thought 
it would happen so fast, Skkye 
Robinson, a junior and SASS 
outreach chair, said. 

“For us as_ this small 
organization, to be able to 
spread out to another campus 
that’s not even in our state, it is 
huge for us,” Robinson said. 

SASS gave Robinson the 
chance to connect with other 
black women on campus and 
make friends, she said. 

“It’s such a beautiful moment 
to share for ladies who are of like 
mind and who are my people,” 
Robinson said. “They are my 
sisters, they are truly my sisters.” 

The first SASS week on the UA 
campus will be at the beginning 
of March. Members will work to 
share the purpose of the group. 
Attendees can participate in 
activities like karaoke and a 
paint and chat event, Storey 
said. SASS will collect feminine 
products and toiletries to give to 
a women’s shelter throughout 
the week. 

At the end of the week, 
members will learn more about 
black women in dance, and have 
a dance instructor come and 
teach, Storey said. 

“It’s really special | think to 
have an organization that plays 
such a big role in someone’s 
life,” Storey said. “It’s how | met 
so many of my friends and | do 
see a lot of them as sisters.”

Hours after leading the Georgia 


Bulldog offense in the 2019 
Southeastern Conference 
Championship game, former 


Arkansas assistant coach Sam 
Pittman was named as the next 
head coach of Razorback football 
on Sunday. 

“In his previous tenure, Sam and 
his wife Jamie fell in love with 
the state of Arkansas and with 
Razorback fans,” Vice Chancellor 
and Director of Athletics Hunter 
Yuracheck said in a press release. 
“They know what a special place 
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this is and are excited for the 
opportunity to come back to the 
home of the Razorbacks.” 

Pittman was an original coaching 
staff member under former Hog 
coach Bret Bielema from 2013- 
15 before leaving for Georgia. 
With the Razorbacks, Pittman’s 
first two offensive lines allowed 
the least amount of sacks per 
game in the entire conference 
and included both former and 
current NFL talent such as Travis 
Swanson, who. earned _ first- 
team All-America honors under 
Pittman, Sebastian Tretola, Dan 


Skipper and Frank Ragnow. 

Ragnow is now the starting 
center for the Detroit Lions. 

Bielema had many drawbacks 
as Arkansas’ coach, but recruiting 
was not one of them. Three top- 
25 classes (13,15,16) were 
among the best things that came 
from Bielema’s run with the 
Razorbacks. Credit must be given 
to Pittman as well, who served as 
Bielema’s recruiting coordinator 
throughout this time. 

After Arkansas, Pittman took the 
job as offensive line coach for 
Kirby Smart’s first staff at Georgia 


in 2016. With the Bulldogs, 
Pittman continued to have 
success, with the titles to back it 
up this time. 

In four years at Georgia, Pittman 
helped the team to three-straight 
SEC Eastern Division titles, and 
in 2017, an SEC Championship, 
plus the school’s first-ever College 
Football Playoff appearance in a 
win over Oklahoma in the Rose 
Bowl. 

“Sam Pittman has been an 
integral part of successful 
teams that have competed at 
the highest levels, including for 
SEC and NCAA Championships,” 
Yurachek said. “As one of 
the nation’s premier offensive 
line coaches, he has built a 
remarkable body of work thanks 
to his tremendous passion for 
his student-athletes, including 
teaching the fundamentals and 
developing his players on and off 
the field.” 

Pittman has also coached at 
other Power 5 schools such as 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Kansas, 
North Carolina and Tennessee in 
his 32-year career. 

“Sam knows the Southeastern 
Conference inside and _ out 
and is one of the nation’s best 
recruiters,” Yurachek said. “His 
connections throughout footbal 
will enable him to build a quality 
coaching staff.” 

Pittman will replace Barry 
Lunney Jr., another former 
Bielema assistant, who served as 
interim head coach for the fina 
two games of the 2019 season 
after Chad Morris was fired for 
his poor 4-18 overall record in 
two years in Fayetteville. 

This is Yurachek’s first football 
coaching hire since being named 
Athletic Director in late 2017. 
He is already credited with the 
hires of men’s basketball coach 
Eric Musselman and gymnastics 
coach Jordyn Wieber.

In one of the Arkansas soccer program’s best 
seasons, the Razorbacks’ early departure from the 
NCAA Tournament is hardly definitive of the 2019 
Arkansas soccer team. 

The Razorbacks went 16-3-2 in the regular 
season, including 8-1-1 in Southeastern Conference 
play. Their 25 points were good for the first regular- 
season SEC title in program history, en route to their 
fourth-straight appearance in the SEC Tournament 
final and their first-ever national seed in the NCAA 
Tournament. 

After a road win to start the season, the Hogs 
returned home only to lose in extra time to the 
Oklahoma Sooners. Junior defender Haley 
VanFossen said that the loss to Oklahoma motivated 
the team and drove them for the remainder of the 
season. 

Senior forward Tori Cannata mentioned the 
magnitude of the early-season loss. 

“Losing to OU shocked us at the beginning of the 
year,” Cannata said. “We had to get our butts into 
gear after that.” 

The Hogs made some drastic improvements at 
the end of August heading into the crucial month 
of September. The Hogs went almost the entire 
month without conceding a goal, with South 
Carolina notching the only score allowed by senior 
goalkeeper Katie Lund in the month of September 
on the 29th. 

Hale’s squad went on a tear in September, 
including seven Arkansas wins, all shutouts, three 
of which came against ranked teams. The most 
prominent of these was the 2-0 defeat of the No. 1 
North Carolina Tar Heels in front of the home crowd 
in Fayetteville. 

“Honestly, it’s one of the coolest things to look back 
on,” VanFossen said. “We beat the No. 1 team. They 
made it all the way to the NCAA championship, and 
we're their only loss. 

“It’s something that we’re going to look back on and 
think of for the rest of our lives. We really showed 
them that Arkansas has something to prove.” 

Hale praised his team’s consistency after the 
first three games of the season. To his point, the 
Razorbacks swept the remaining five-match non- 
conference slate, won eight of their 10 SEC matches 
and left just five points on the table to claim the 
regular-season SEC title. 

“The way we played throughout the SEC showed 
who we were and what we wanted to accomplish 
this season,” Cannata said. 

Arkansas accumulated the most points in 
conference play to secure the top seed in the 
SEC Tournament. Wins over Ole Miss and Florida 


PI y Sadie 


on Nov. 5 and 7, respectively, propelled the Hogs 
into their fourth consecutive championship match, 
where they fell to a top-10 South Carolina team for 
the second time in 2019. 

The Razorbacks remained among the nation’s top 
10 teams following their second-place tournament 
finish. The selection committee deemed Arkansas 
a No. 3 seed, meaning no home-field advantage 
in rounds two and three of the NCAA Tournament. 
Nonetheless, it was the program’s first ever national 
seed. 

The first-round match against North Texas took 
place in Fayetteville in front of a packed Razorback 
Field. The Hogs dominated possession all night 
under the monotonous blaring of vuvuzelas. 1,331 
fans saw a thorough 3-0 thrashing of the Mean 
Green in the final match at Razorback Field in 2019. 

In the second round, the Hogs traveled to 
Provo, Utah, in hopes of making it to the national 
quarterfinals. In a game that mirrored the Hogs’ 
second-round matchup in 2018 against Virginia 
Tech, Arkansas met the unseeded North Carolina 
State Wolfpack. 

After falling behind by two goals in the second 
half, the Razorbacks mustered a late comeback 
effort to draw within one goal. As time ran out, star 
freshman Anna Podojil fired a potential buzzer- 
beating equalizer that sailed a couple inches north 
of the crossbar. It was the fourth second-round 
defeat Arkansas suffered since 2014. 

“It's hard to look past,” VanFossen said. “I feel like 
it was just one of those games where we just didn’t 





perform our best, but | don’t feel like that defined the 
season for us.” 

Arkansas was one of the first national seeds to be 
eliminated from the tournament. 

“It’s not all about wins and losses; it’s also about 
getting better as a program, and | think that’s 
something we did this year,” Cannata said. 

Hale noted that Arkansas set program records 
in goals for and goals against this season. The 
Hogs’ 62 goals for led the SEC in 2019, 11 more 
than second-place Texas A&M. The Hogs’ 11 goals 
against resulted in a 0.47 goals allowed per game 
average, second in the SEC to national quarter 
finalist South Carolina. 

“(This season was) the first time we beat a number 
one and our first SEC championship. We don’t want 
to overlook that,” Hale said. 

Arkansas finished the season ranked 12th in the 
nation. 

“I’m definitely happy with the way (the season) 
went,” Cannata said. “| wish we would have gone 
further in the tournament, but other than that | 
couldn’t have asked for a better season with a better 
group of girls.” 

Arkansas will return to play in August 2020. 

“| think (the team is) definitely going to get better,” 
Cannata said. “I think whoever comes in in the fall 
or spring, | think (next year’s players) are going to 
have to do a lot to raise the level even more, but | 
definitely think the seniors next year, everyone on 
the team, has what it takes to do even better next 
year.

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OLYMPIC 
GYMNAST 

TAKES HELM OF 
ARKANSAS TEAM

A former world champion, Olympic gold medalist 
and sexual abuse victim advocate has entered 
uncharted territory at the UofA this year as the first 
Olympian to coach an NCAA gymnastics team. 

Jordyn Wieber, 24, was named head coach of 
Razorback Gymnastics on April 24 following the 
retirement of former head coach and program 
founder Mark Cook. She chose to apply for the UA 
opening because she wanted the opportunity to 
grow a program of her own, she said. While Wieber 
thinks taking over from the program's founder at 
age 24 is a daunting task, she is prepared for the 
challenge, she said. 

“| definitely feel the eyes on me,” Wieber said. “A lot 
of people saying, ‘Can she do it? She’s only 24,’ and 
| usually say, ‘I don’t feel like I’m 24,” Wieber said. 
“| feel like I’m much older than that, just because 
of everything I’ve been through in my gymnastics 
career and in my life.” 

Wieber came to the UofA this summer after 
spending three years as a volunteer assistant coach 
at UCLA. Wieber said learning from now-retired 
UCLA head coach Valerie Kondos Field made her 
realize for the first time that she wanted to spend 
her career coaching. 

The theme Wieber developed for the 2020 season, 
RISE (Ready, Ignite, Sizzle, Explode), breaks the 
months of training and competition into segments, 
and athletes set personal and team goals for each 


portion of the year. She chose the theme because 
when she arrived at the UofA, she saw her athletes 
as “a team on the rise,” she said. 

Bailey Lovett, a freshman gymnast, said she 
appreciates the way RISE has brought the team 
together. Lovett was excited to learn Wieber would 
be head coach, she said. Learning from Wieber and 
assistant coaches Chris Brooks and Catelyn Orel 
has been unlike any of Lovett’s previous experiences 
with coaches, she said. 

“There’s more young energy in the gym now, so 
it's more like she’s trying to motivate us and really 
can relate to us,” Lovett said. “They're helping me 
grow as a person in the gym, which is starting to go 
outside the gym as well.” 

Wieber is also bringing her elite competitive history 
and accompanying life experiences to the job. 
Wieber, who was named to the U.S. national team 
at age 11, won the 2011 World Artistic Gymnastics 
Championships in Tokyo. In 2012, she competed 
in the Summer Olympics in London as part of the 
Team USA delegation nicknamed the “Fierce Five,” 
who won gold in the team competition. 

Sarah Shaffer, a junior gymnast, thinks Wieber 
and her team have brought positive change because 
they have taken the time to learn about their athletes’ 
lives in and out of the gym, she said. 

“| think they’ve both done a good job caring about 
our practices, but also caring about what’s going on 








outside of the gym,” Shaffer said. “It’s easy to want 
to work hard for them.” 

While she achieved many victories during her 
career, Wieber also experienced something she 
said has been a systemic problem in elite sports. 
Starting at age 14, Wieber was sexually abused by 
Larry Nassar, former U.S. Gymnastics and Michigan 
State University doctor and convicted serial child 
molester. 

Wieber came forward with her story during 
Nassar’s seven-day sentencing hearing in January 
2018, giving one of 156 victim impact statements. 
In her testimony, she criticized USA Gymnastics 
leadership for enabling the abuse by creating a 
culture of isolation, fear and poor treatment of 
athletes. 

“When you really look back, we were kids, and 
the adults around us were supposed to protect us,” 
Wieber said. “Many people turned a blind eye. Many 
powerful people protected other powerful people.” 

Wieber continues to advocate for systemic 
changes in elite sports to protect athletes, such as 
mandated supervision during training, treatments 
and overseas travel. 

As the 2020 season nears, Wieber and her athletes 
are eager for fans to fill the stands, especially the 
student section, at home meets, she said. 

The gymnastics program staff are making changes 
for 2020 meets, including moving the performance 
floor closer to the student section, Wieber said.
